The application has been amended as follows: 

Please cancel claims 6-22 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The marked up drawings accompanying the Applicants Remarks of 27 February 
2008 were enormously helpful and appreciated by the Examiner. The Examiner had 
misinterpreted the Applicant's claimed invention, and the Remarks and marked up 
drawings clarified what the Applicant meant by first rounded portion, second rounded 
portion, concave portion, convex portion, and the undulations and their locations. The 
Examiner finds the Remarks of 27 February 2008 persuasive and there is support in the 
originally filed disclosure for the claimed invention. 

Previously, US D402,514 to Killins and US 1,192,910 to Lawrence were relied 
upon for their teachings of the shaped edges including the plurality of edges having the 
claimed shapes including the S-shape of the fingernail edge, however Killins and 
Lawrence do not disclose that the tool is a flexible member formed with a plurality of 
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undulations. US 3,178,747 to Peterson teaches a flexible tool member having a 
plurality of undulations so that it is flexible and has an improved gripping surface. 
However, neither Peterson, Lawrence, nor Killins disclose, teach, or suggest is that the 
concave portion of the S-shape of the fingernail edge is in a first undulation and the 
rounded convex portion of the S-shape of the fingernail edge is in a second undulation 
of opposite direction to the first undulation and immediately following the first undulation.
